27-7 to adopt House amend- 
ments, including one to give the 
Department of 
Natural

sources a 50-50 say with county 
sheriff's departments on en- 
forcement and training courses. 


Much of the bill would become 


effective Jan. 1, including hikes 
in license fees. The snowmobile 
registration fee would go up 
from $5 to S9 for a three-year 
license, from $3 lo $C in Ihe 
second year, and from $2 lo $5 in 
the third year. The bill conlains 
a $200,000 appropriation 
for 


constructing and maintaining 
snowmobile trails 
throughout 


the state. 


The bill would prohibit per- 


sons under the age of 12 from 
operating snowmobiles without 
direct supervision of an adult, 
unless the driver is on land 
owned by his parents. II would 


also ban driving snowmobiles 
between midnight and (i a.m. 
within 100 feel of a dwelling "al 
a speed greater than a min- 
imum required lo maintain for- 
ward motion."

Gordon 
Rockwell, R-Mt. Morris, also

Businessmen Can't 
4Pass The Buck' 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
The 


Price Commission has warned 
American businessmen against 
assuming they can pass the full 
cosl of high wage increases on 
to their customers. 


In reducing a requeslcd price 


hike from a coal company, the 
commission Wednesday placed 
ilself at odds with the Pay 
Board which recently okayed a 
15 per cent wage and benefit in- 
crease for coal miners. 


The decision also raised Com- 


mission Chairman C. Jackson 
Grayson to status as the domi- 
nant figure within President 
Nixon's apparatus for balling 
down inflation. 


"This coal settlement was 


made after the wage guidelines 
were known," Grayson said in 
announcing that (he Old Hen 
Coal Co., a subsidiary of Stand- 
ard 
Oil of Ohio, 
would 
be 


allowed to pass along only 9.6 
per cent of Ihe wage hike. 


From now on, Grayson said, 


the commission "will lake a 
very careful look" at any re- 
quest for a price hike based on 
wage settlements above the Pay 
Board's 5.5 per cenl guideline.

which sign hetty wage contracts 
approved by the Pay Board are 
not yet "out of the woods" when 
Ihey go before

Grayson responded 
with a 


firm "yes."

California Adopts 
Tough Auto Repair Law 


Gnv. Ronald Uengon lias just signed 


a bill bringing tho power of California 
law to boar on an important area of 
consumer protection. Auto repair busi- 
nesses, 
including 
dealers 
and 
most 


service 
stations, 
will 
henceforth 
he 


licensed and subject to punishment if 
they engage in fraudulent auto repair 
practices. 


As m o t o r i s t s everywhere would 


reaily surmise, this law was not enact- 
ed in a vacuum: it came in response to 
a rising number of complaints about 
shoddy work, excessive charges and 
outright cheating. It. is variously esti- 
mated that such swindles annualfy cost 
motorists in California from ?250 mil- 
lion to $1.5 billion. 


The sharpest teeth in the new law 


are its licensing provisions. Licenses 
may 
be 
revoked 
for 
a 
variety of 


offenses 
— fraud, 
negligence, 
false 


promises, "any willful departure from 
or disregard of accepted trade stand- 
ards for good and workmanlike re- 
pair." An auto dealer may not operate 
without a license. 


Certain 
specifics in the 
law 
are 


important: a signed estimate of the 
cost of repairs must be provided, work 
orders authorizing repairs must be 
signed by the customer, and he must 
be allowed to have a look at defective 
parts which have been replaced. Addi- 
tionally, garages must post signs re- 
ferring dissatisified customers to the 


newly created stale Bureau of Automo- 
tive Repairs. 


Perhaps other states should consider 


legislation similar to California's new 
law. 
If so, why not cover the entire 


range of services, including home ap- 
pliances, f u r n a c e s , motorcycles, bi- 
cycles, 
a i r 
conditioners 
and lawn 


mowers? 
Why pick on auto dealers 


alone ? 


There are shoddy auto repair shops, 


although by and large it has been our 
experience that at least most new car 
dealers in this area do a reasonably 
good job in their repair departments —• 
not always, but mostly. 


The public isn't "entirely without 


blame in many instances of alleged 
repair fraud. Seeking bargains, some 
car 
owners 
patronize 
shops 
whose 


quoted prices (but not the final bills) 
are so ridiculously low anyone should 
know there's something wrong. 


And not only does the buyer have to 


beware of repair shops, but in many 
instances the shop operator has 
to 


beware of the buyer. Car owners have 
been known to falsify claims or cover 
up self-caused damage to their vehicles 
and then blame it on the repair man. 
And collection of bills isn't always the 
easiest thing in the world. 


Maybe what's really 
needed is a 


special panel of knowledgeable citizens 
that could quickly arbitrate claims and 
counter claims. 


Mark Twain Demonstrated 
How To Get Overly Scared 


America's troubles are so insistently 


publicized these days that many seem 
to have the impression there has never 


• before been such a disturbed time, one 
so marked by corruption and threats to 
our society. It is helpful to view the 
matter in historical perspective. 


Consider, for example, these fevered 


words uttered by a leading American 
writer: "Sixty thousand Communists 
are drilling in the streets of Cincinnati, 
Chicago and St. Louis. Anxious cities 
are putting up armories to put down 
the rebellion." This terrifying asser- 
tion was made a century ago by Mark 
Twain, who was traveling in Europe at 
the time. He was easily alarmed by 
reports of disaster, which he tended to 
believe i m p l i c i t l y , and like some 
present day doomsayers he had no 
hesitation about expressing his worst 
fears without checking their validity. 


The 
1870s had real dangers, 
but 


(hey were not those which Mark Twain 
envisioned. This was perhaps the most 
corrupt 
period 
in our history. 
Jay 


Gould, Jim Fisk and other financial 
pirates were fleecing innocent citizens. 
The Tweed 
Ring was systematically 


robbing New York City. Everywhere 
there seemed 
to be corruption and 


moral decay.. 


And yet America got over it, Gould, 
Not Returnable 


Neville Bonner, the first aboriginal 


member of the Australian parliament, is 
upset about boomerangs, particularly 
those made in the United States. 


What Bonner doesn't like is that 


U.S. 
boomerangs are out-selling those 


made by the aborigines in Australia. 
Since it was his people who developed 
.the boomerang, Bonner wants tariffs 
and other protective devices set up to 
keep the market for "those who own it 
as their special heritage."

But we should distinguish 
real dangers from the fanciful terrors 
dreamed up by those with more of a 
taste for sensationalism than for prob- 
ing the real nature of our problems.

Nearly 20 years ago the Eisenhower 


Administration launched a widely ac- 
claimed answer to fears which were 
then being expressed ovor the military 
dominance of nuclear energy. It was 
called 
Atoms for 
Peace 
and 
was 


designed to promote economic expan- 
sion 
through 
a 
revolution 
in 
the 


production 
of electric energy in the 


backward nations of the world. 


"A great boon for the benefit of all 


mankind," was the way Eishenhower 
described 
the 
extraordinary nuclear 


aid program when he announced its 
birth 
to 
the 
United Nations. The 


proposal was long considered by many 
to be among his 
most note-worthy 


achievements. 


Hundreds of millions of dollars were 


spent to build 
2fJ research 
reactors 


abroad, supply them with uranium and 
other 
fuels 
and

students in their use. 


What happened to 
the Atoms for 


Peace dream is a familiar commentary 
on U. S. aid programs. U attempted to 
do too much too fast. Results wore 
disappointing.

development, probably with the goal of. 
helping the most distressed 
first. 


However, those countries possessed no 
lechnological support for the reactors.

Authority is a precious but 


also a perishable thing, and to~ 
remain in existence it must be 
jealously conserved. Above all. 
it must remain credible. And 
(his 
is true whether one is 


speaking of intellectual, politi- 
cal or religious authority. At 
present, the authority of the 
American Catholic Bishops is 
in serious danger of under- 
going what in the political 
realm we call Stassenization, 
i. e. the lolnl loss of credibil- 
ity. 


Take Ihe five-day meeting of 


the American bishops in Wash- 
ington. President 
Nixon, as 


everyone knows, is engaged in 
a very delicate 
process of 


withdrawing from Vietnam. 
When he took office, we had 
the equivalent of 11 combat 
divisions in South Vietnam. 
Now Ihe last U. S. combat 
division, the JOlst Airborne, is 
beginning its phase-out. Over- 
all U. S. Iroop sU'ength, well 
below the 200,00(1 mark, is at 
its lowest point since l%4, and 
U. S. casualties are minimal. 
Even Peking recognizes that 
the U. S. is disengaging. 


The South Vietnamese, how- 


ever, continue lo resist the 
efforts 
of Hanoi

them. And in his press confer- 
ence, President N i x o n de- 
clared that the U. S. would
